PROPOSED MEXICAN ALLIANCE.

—_—

The following ocorrespondence has taken
place between a gentleman of Washington
and M. Romero, Moxican Minister, in regard
to the propriety of concluding s treaty be-
twoen the United States and Maxico, for

mutual protection against invasion and re-
bellion!—

Wasmngron, Julg Romero,
Mexican Minister—8iri—Permit me to pagges|
the propriety of un ailiance between the United
Buater ond Mexico, for mutusl protection
apsinst invasion and rebellion, Buch an wlli-
unce was proposed by me to our Government
&t the beginning of the slaveholders’ rebellion:
ut an inordinate confidence In our strength
and the supposed weakness of the Rebels—from
which was predicted a speedy termlnation of
the war—prevented its sdoption, If adopte
the Rebelllon would have been suppresse
during the first year, With the United Btates
and Mexico combiued, the prepondersnce of
ower would bave been so gresat that the
vbe s must have been compelled 1o lay down
their arms as early as the firet year. 11 so,
then three-louribs of the loss of life and three-
fourths of the cost of the war woild have been
saved. Likewlse, it an end had beon put to
tho Rebelhion during tne first yoar, or even the
second, it would bave prevented tho lnvasion
ol Mexico by France, which never would
bave been sttempred but for ocur Kebellion,
and  thus the late despernte struggle of
Mexleon for national evisience againet the most
powerful menarchy ol Europe, and whick, atier
such pereat swerifices, huss  just ended so
glariously, would have been averied, As such |
alllance, however, was not propoced by our
Government, and unfortunately wns not off ered
by Mexico, the advantspges which might have
resulted therelrom wers lost to the two republics,
But wisdom s generally learned by experience,
snd frequently at great cost, aud often when it
i8 too Iate. This favorable opportunity for
mutunl alliance having passed, thenﬁuusuon 14
whether it would not be of great advantage to
the two repnblies at this time and hereafter,
True, rebellion haps been supprosged in pame
in the Unlited States, and revolution and inva-
sion huve both been defeated in Mexico; bat as
tbhe causes which produced the wir 1 both
countries still exist, and like a smothered con-
fisgration may be ianned into lue by faction,
pd agaln break forth with like destruction,
1heretore it would seem to be ot the first im-
Bomuwo that every means in our power should
e at once adopted, that a repeétition of such
awlul calamities may, il poszible, be prevented,

As to invasion from European monarchics,
this may be expected during any internal con-
vulsion of either of the Repubiics, Cusarism
and Monarchy ure, from priociple, opposed to
freedom, and are, therelore, inherently in con-
slant allisnee ageinst all Republics; and as one
allisnce can only be succeasfully deleated by
another, henee Rapublies, in self-defense, shonld
form slliances agaipst Monarchy, Not only
should the United Btates and Mexico form ao
alliance against invasion and rebellion, but the
Bouth American Repuhlics ghonld also form an
allinnee neaivst the same dangers,

The politiesd nnd materlal advanteges of the
proposed alhance would eeem to be apparent to
all. It would prevent invasion, or filibustering,
from every quarter, and suppress al once all
eflort of 1action against the constitutionsl and
liberal Governmentis of both countries; aund it
through the greater preponderance of sirongth,
it would amount ro & protectoraie on the part of
the Unitea States, in the same ratio of strength
it would smount to a protectorate on tne part of
Mexico. In other word<, the protection would
be mutual and reciprocal,

It would divert captal and enterprise to
Mexico to develop her agricultorsl and mineral
resources, and also to constroct those interior
and communicating lines of xallrond se cssen-
tially necessury to the prosperity of the ndjuncent
countries. It would aunite us into close sonnec-
ticn A8 1o every interest, and esveclally would
incresse the irade between the sister Republics
now so largely monopolized by Englsnd and
France. and in many respects. which could not
even be named in o brel letter, it would result
in general and permanent advantage to the two
countries.

Therefore such alliance should be proposed to
the people of the two Republios at once, so that,
if approved of, it may be adopred st the earliest
prachical moment, _

ters in the history of ournavy, F&t five mnnLII:s
thelr veesel had o & hoapital in which was
raglog one of the most fearful disenses with
which humsnity is afllicted. At Panuma for
three months a tropical sun stimulated the dis-
case to further conquest, while dry, scorching
winds fauned the Hame that was consutning
them. Kyven after their depuarture, when they
expected early rvellef, calm sens and rainy days
followed, to negravate their tronble and delay
suctor. From apother source we'learn thut of
the 101 whites on board, 48 had been sligted
with the fever. Of the latter mumber 21 had
died, 6 of whom were buried at sen, These
figures can best be appreciated by supposing,
withi n five months, 20,000 cases of u fearfal
malndy i Indianapolis, attended by the deatn
of nearly 8000 persons,

THEDOUBLE MURDERIN VERMONT.

Exnmination of Henry Willlams,

the

Suspected Murdersr—Attempt of the

Crowd to Lymch Him- Testimony of

the Little Daughter of the Murdered

FParties,

AsouTREYVILLE, VE,, .]’nig 20.—Henry Willilams,
the fiendish murderer of Mr. and Mrs, Gowing,
hus vpdergone his examination, and, waiwer
brrely escapineg lynching by a meob, 15 now
safely contined in Rutland Jail to await his teial
for murder in the fret degree. At the conclu-
sion of the examination, when the sherllf took
the prisoner from the hall, the excitement
almone tbhe crowd was intense, and there wis &
general determination 1o lynch bim,

The officer, having suceceded In getting the
prisoner into the Acusnett ¥ouse, wait-d nearly
two hours tor the exusperated crowd to disperse;
but finting they would not, he obtained assist-
avee aud started to convey the prnsoner to the
State prison, in Windsor, to lodge him toere tor
the might, While going down the stairs of the
hotel tpe crowd made n rush for the erimnal
and the officer, but his assistants gucceeded In
plucing bim in a team, After he was In, one of
the prominent citizens of the town, a reiative of
the murdered vaictims, threw a rope with a slip
nooge over hix head; but ope of the officers sue-
ceeded in preventng ils catching the neck ol
the murderer,

The team then started, followed by the crowd,
oltering cnes of “Huapg him!M “Lynch the
scovundrel!” ete.  The whip was applied to the
horees, and the officers and murderer wWere soon
out of barm’s way., The testimony agninst the
priconer 18 strone, and there hns a8 yet been
nothing offered to show thnat be is other than
guilty of the terrivble double murder churged
upon him.

Miss Klla A, Gowing. & thirteen year old
daughterof the murdered parties, gave in a very
clear statemwent of the murder. Ste sald she
henrd some one cull 1w her futher, who asked
who was there. The man rephed it was Mr.
Hitcheock, and that the cows were 10 the corn-
fleld, Her tather got up, dressed himself and
went fnto the kitcbhen, Bhe then heard a loud
volee In that direction, nond in & few minutes a
man came into the bed room, where her mother
was in bed, and =he was in a trondle bed, Her
mother asked the man who he was, and was
answered, *Who arve you!?' Iommediately there
was A sirogyle, sud the man then went ount and
all was still @ el was so frightencd that
ghe covered up her bhead m the beoelothes aud
remained perfectly still, which act prebably
egaved her Iife, She knew it was Willlams, for
he worked for her father and she knew his volce,

During the girl's story the prisoner was ver
much embarrassed, and when the axe, clot
with blood, was brought into the roow, nis head
dropped fustuntaneously. His true name s said
to be Hiram Millar, but he has recently gone by
the name of Henry Williams,

AFFRAY AT AN EXCURSION.

One Man Drowned—Two Men Stabbed -
A Large Number Severcly Wouanded.
As Offiger Robert Gunson, of the Fitt. “reciuet

pohice, was patrolling bis post in the vicinity o!
Piesr No. 85, North river, at the foot of Frankim
gireet, on Sunday et noon, he noticed che
stepmer Willism Tuiamar, with two barges,
leave the pier with nbout a thongand exeorsion-
isty, the greater portlon of whom was composed
o! wen, and & large number of women nod
children and old peanle of both sexes making up
the pelnnece, The officer pereeived, a3 the vessel
left the wharf, that a motley gathering of roughs
batling from the Fourth and Fifth Wards hud
managed to get on board, aud, as he suspected
and the sequel ahuwml; for no good purpose.

About balf-past 8 o'clock in the evening the
sume officer ascertalned, on the return of the
bounts, that there had been a serious fight on
bonrd the vessels during the day, and heard
several of the excursionists at & soda water
stand near West street ftate that there wounld be
bleody murder at the pier before sn hour shoula
have passed by. On perceiviog the officer, who
made them understand that there was a large
foree of police close at hond, who were wntc%-
me theitr movements in resdiness to pounoce
upon the first man who should make any effort
to create a distorbance, severnl of the men re-
turned 1o the pier, snd, no doubt, warned their
compantons of impending danger; for shortly
ufterwarde the whole crowd from the boats
quietly dispersed and left the whar! o its own
sohitude,

It appeared from the statements of several of
thoee persons who hud takeu passage on board
the bouts which were 10 have had Crossett's
Grove, on the Hudson, for their destination,
thut the great bulk of the exeursionists were
members of an associstion which s ealled
“Thuberns-Carthies,” and that shortly after
thelr deprrtore from the oity a dispute arose be-
tween two “roughs,” which ended by 1he dispu-
tants pitching into each other in true “rough
and tomble style,” each making the most of his
strengih in endenvoring to gonge out the eyes of
his apponent, or briug him (0 suing terms by
sbridging, dentibus aotiefs, the lengih of his nasal

pdsge. While this plessant entertainment

Wi going on triends of ench conlestant, who

were all intoxiested began to cousmder each

other more than interested spectators, aad with.
out ceremony lnaugurated & bloody row that
roved terrific in its horrible sxoesses. The Fourth

their hands upon, and had everyihing pretty
muoh their own way until the frends of one of
the men came to the rescue, whan the contest
became ull the more exciting and devilish.

were participants in the affray. At the helght
of the row seversl of the women and children,
who, from the outset, somo screeching with
terror and others too exbaasted by feur to utter
s word of dissmay, had eronched behind what-
ever article of furniture had been loft entire by
the contestamts, were struck by tumblers an
soda water bottles, and recelved injuries of o
very severe charascter, and two men, named
respeclively John MeDermott and Lawrenos
Kran, received severnl stabe of a knife. As the
boat neared the city the ardor of the rioters
seomed (e cool, but thelr innetivity lasted bt a
few moments ere the fight was again renewed
with, i posgible, more terocity thun before, In
the midet of the crushineg, biting, hammering,
and gonging that was resorted to In the sseons
outbrogk, a young man named Joln Berry, who
resided in Oliver street, near Onk, while takiog
an sctive part m the fight, was set upon
by seversl men, who munaged to gel him
awoy from bis party, and he wias recelving most
brutul punishment, when, to save himself, ho
squeezed his body through the railings of the
upper deok of oue of the barges, to lower him-
siell to the lower deck, but mi=sed his hold and
fell, He was canght by otie of the passenasrs,
who beld on to Lis coat until he was forced to
tet go his hold, when the unfortunste man foll
into tbe water, striking his head violently
agninst the bulwarks in _his iall, Heswam for
i tew minntes in the wika of the boat, nud when
it wae stopped he was seen slroseling with the
wives two hondred vards in the rear of the vos-
sel, A vonpg man named Sheridan =prane over.
board and ewnm to his assistauce, but Berry sunk
for the lust time beiore the former renched bim,
During the cxgitement eccaswoved by the
poor tellow's misfortune, lond cries werg made
for life preservers, but not one could be found
in readiness on either the steameror the barges,
This nnfortanate occurrence had the effect of
putting an end to the feht, and on the arrival
of the boats at the wharf in the eveoing eaoh
excursionist seemed to have been protty well
robered, either by the loss of oue of their num-
ber or the amount of blood drawn from each as
a contribution o the genoral melee. Noarrests
have as yet been made by the police, but it s
to he desired that the leading spirits in the
disgraceful scenes enncted on the boals shonld
be brought to speedy justiee, It is said that
eighly persons were more or less injured on the
barges by bemng strock with bottles aond tuin-
blers.—XN. Y. Hera/d.

Probable Removal of Goneral Sheridan—

Geperanl Hancock to be sis Successor,

Wasmwyoros, July 20.—Ipformation received
this morning fraom & source I have aiways
touna reltable, lewves no doubt, I think, that
General Sheridan will soon be removed from
the commund of the Filth Military district.
The President has resolved 1o assume the
respousibility of this prave step, and it 18 said
he is backed up in bis determioation by every
member of the Cabinel except Secretary Stan-
ton., The subjeet, in all probability, will be
disoussed and settled al tke Cabinet meeting
tomorrow.

I am wiormed that General Hancock has been
agreed upon a8 wenersl Sneridan's suceessor
and that he 1s regarded by the President an
Cabinel 88 0 more fit man \n every respect, It
i1# known that the President's first choloe for the
Fiith District was General Sherman, bat the lst-
ter preferring, ke General Thomas, to remain
in b then position, his feelines and preditec-
tions were regarded. The President never
tavored the npruintmom of Sheriaan, but
waived hie own objections at the solicitation ot
General Grant, who pressed SBheridan’s olaims
very warmly. lv was thought, too, that the
experience Sheridan had already gandd in the
department would be found valusble, and there-
fore he was retained lu command, and clothed
with the power of military reconstruction,

I nm further informed that there I8 only one
thing that 1s desired before Sheridan's removal
{5 eflected. What that is 1 cannot state reliably,
but 1 have reason to think that it is the resigns-
tinn ot Secretary Stunton. The conflict betwean
the President and Mr, Stanton 18 kuown to be
irreconcilable, They disfer on questions of
nutional policy a8 widely as it is possible for
two men to difler, and recently this difference
seems 1o have ripened into a mutual distaste for
ench other's soclety. Under such circumsetances
it is not wonderful that Mr, Stanton's re<igna-
tiou should be s cousummation devoutly to be
wished. He capnot be removed, but the idea is
that he may be jundoced to resigu on necount
of incompatimlity existing between himself and
the President and other members of the Cabinet,
Whether Mr. Stanton will be indoeed to resign
by these copsiderntions, I am uuable to state,
T’Ec general opinion here is, however, that he is
one of thoe offlcwls who never resign or die
while in oflice, I should ulso state that the one
thing allnded to above is éaid by some to pe the
congent and co-operstion of General Graut,
Aunticipated Election HRiots In Tenuncusce,

Olbicial as well us private accounts irom Ten-
nessee represent the daneer of outbreaks or
riots ull over the State pext Tharsday at the
eleenon, The Government has for some duys
puat been muturing such measures as way pre-
serve the peace,

The statement that Geneéral Thomas has or-
dered, by duectlon of General Girant, the Na-
tional troops m Kentucky to be moved into
Teuncssee 1or the protection of the eitizens of
thet Stale duripg the elegtion, I8 not exactly
true.  Gepern]l Grant suggested 1o General
Thomas the propriety of such a course; but the
latter has telegraphed back that he has sofii-
clent force in Teunesse> 1o prevent disorder or
suppress any riots that may occur, and the
troops In Kentucky are necded there for the
protection of the people of that State,

It was remarked here that the orders of Se-
cretary Stanton and General Grunt respecting
the movements of troops into Tennessee from
Eentucky, are somewhat in coufliot with former
orders upder similar olreumatances, Duarinz
the troubles In Maryland erowlug out of the
contest over the Pollee Commissloners, serious
results were apprehended, and the Administra-
tion bad information showisg that there wus o
powerful cumplra.cg. not only to cauee disturh-
ance in Maryland, but to overthrow tbe national
Exveutive, At that ume the question of send-
ing troops to Muryland was dlscussed in the
Cabinet meetings, and was resisted by Secretary
Stanton on the ground that it would be improper
to do so without a rejuisition from the Execu.
tive of the Biate. Now, however, Mr. Btanton
run-.un & dmewn!'rollov. and recommends that

he tmuPs stationed in the State of Keutucky be
thrown into Tennessee, to preserve order therein
during the elretion.—N. Y. Heraid

ent English Inheritunce. Fortunately he
weﬁ where to stop, alth he onald
not cease L0 1 t the locuna o the evidence
which kept him frowm rank matd from riches,
We wish toaf all expectants might prove
glther more fortunate or ay wise as he.
